Changes 

1. This Change Transmittal issues the following major revisions to 
subchapter 5 FAM 130: 

• 5 FAM 131, General Policies: As required by the Government 
Performance and Results Act of 1993, the GPRA Modernization Act 
(GPRAMA) of 2010, and the Clinger-Cohen Act, the Department 
must also prescribe performance measurements for information 
technology (IT) used by, or acquired for, the Department; and 

• 5 FAM 132, Scope and Authority: The Department of State and 
USAID measure progress, results, and report performance against 
the new Joint Strategic Goal Framework. In accordance with 
GPRA\GPRAMA, both State and USAID update the agencies' Joint 
Strategic Plan. 

2. If this issuance changed less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance is new or a revision 
where more than half the words have changed, we did not use dark 
magenta italic. The CT line in each section shows when that section last 
changed. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1115.2).
